For Annexation 


West Of City 


With some of the opponents to 
the proposal in the audience, the 
Upland city council delayed -call- 
ing an election last night on the 
proposed annexation of the pro- 
perty west of the city limits until 
the next meeting. 

Acting on the advice of its city 
attorney, the council agreed. to 
wait until another petition asking 
for inclusion into the city limits 
of all land now using city water 
is presented. 

It was pointed out that by an- 
nexing now only the area in 
which majority of the residents 
favored becoming a part of Up- 
land considerable expense and 
time would be saved. If the en- 
nexation of the larger area should 
be held and fail to pass another 
could not he held for another 
year. 

The area in question is bounded 
by Baseline road on the north; 
Benson avenue on the east; Foot- 
hill, boulevard on the south and 
Central avenue on the west. 

Opposing annexation were Wil- 
liam Springer, president of the 
West Consolidated Water Co. and 
the Mt. View Water Co., and Dew- 
ey Cable, manager of the Cable 
airport. 

Mr. Springer, a former council- 
man, said that the “two water 
coniparmies “owned 208 “4% 
land outside the city which was 
used only for flood control and 
water conservation.

Taking the action which it has long contemplated, the 
council, however, provided for future consideration of possible 
“hardship cases”, each individual problem to be reviewed 
by the council as a whole. 

The motion as made by Councilman John Meek and sec- 
onded by Councilman Ray Sherwood reads as follows: 

“That all future outside water applications be denied ex- 
cept that the council may grant them where extreme hard- 
ship is established and such hardship to include: 

(1) Laying of the foundation for a home. 

(2) Drawing of plans and specifications. 

(3) Made application for water. 

And such hardship to have existed prior to June 19, 1947.” 

Going on record that it would refuse future applications 
for outside water had been expected since Macy 23, when the 
body temporarily suspended the granting of outside water 
permits, pending the establishment of a definite policy. 

OTHER SERVICES 

On the matter of higher water rates, Councilman Sherwood 
said that this would be one way of charging them for the 
| many services that they get from the city. Councilman James 
| Goodban concurred, stating that the expenses of city gov- 
ernment have increased 50 per cent in the last few years and 
that outside areas should also bear some of the increased 
costs. : 

(Present rate for outside water is now $1.60 as com- 
| pared to $1] in Upland). 
Several who had purchased lots in San Antonio Heights 
for residence use were present at the meeting. They were 
told that they would have to plead their case individually 
| under the new “hardship” clause of the council’s new policy. 
MUST COME IN 

As a result of the action taken by the councilmen, anyone 
contemplating building a home or business outside of the city 
must first come into the Upland limits before he can receive 
All others will have their applications automatically

PRESIDENT CONFERS 


Senators After Luncheon Meefing

WASHINGTON, June 20 (P) 
President Truman, bidding for 
Senate votes to uphold his labor 
bill veto, had 13 senators to a 
White House luncheon today and 
urged them to read ‘‘very care- 
fully’ his message disapproving 
the legislation. 

Senator Russell (D-Ga), one of 
those who attended the luncheon, 
gave reporters afterwards a re- 
port on what the President told 
them. 

He said there was no indication 
in Mr. Truman’s presence as to 
whether any of the Senators pre- 
sent would change their votes to 
support the veto. 

Eleven of the 13 senators who 
attended voted for the Taft-Hart- 
léy labor bill, which the Presi- 
dent in a message to Congress 
said would “go far toward de- 
stroying our national unity.”

menace to democratic methods of 
government.” The paper advocat- 
ed “adequate _ reforms’ which, 


though not specified, obviously 


would mean following the com- 
munistic method of placing the 
press under strict government re- 
gimentation. 

Thus this investigation is likely 
to provide us with a test case 
of how far British Socialism is 
going to carry its program of 
nationalization which, ipso facto, 
tends towards totalitarianism. 

Prime Minister Attlee’s govern- 
ment has declared itself against 
communism and _ totalitarianism. 
Having talked with Mr. Attlee at 
length and having surveyed his 
government at close range, I am 
prepared to accept this as the 
honest conviction of his regime. 

However, Mr. Attlee is perform- 
ing a major experiment in social- 
ism. He feels that he can make it 
work, but there certainly is the 
danger that it may blow up in 
his face unless he handles it with 
extreme caution. His task is to 
demonstrate that there can be 
socialism, with a degree of na- 
tionalization but without whole- 
sale regimentation of the individ- 
ual.

With Negligence 
In Crash Deaths 


“Guilty of negligent driving’ 
was the verdict returned against 
Earl S. Ferguson Wednesday af- 
ternoon by a coroner’s jury which 
fonvened at Draper's mortuary 
in an all day inquest held to de- 
termine the manner in which the 
thre victims of Ferguson's death 
lear who died last Saturday in 
one of the worst traffic accidents 
in the city’s history, 

At the hearing conducted by 
Coroner E. P. Doyle, witnesses of 
the tragedy came forward to de- 
scribe the automobile-motorcycle 
collision and the terrible after- 
math to the first accident when 
Ferguson's car plowed through 
the group of bystanders. 

Onlookers told of stopping to 
aid the two injured men after 
the first accident and stated their 
belief that Wilkins, driver of the 
motorcycle, would have survived 
but for the second crash. 

Earlier in the daf testimony of- 
fered by Police Chief Herbert 
Swinney and Officer ‘Voodside 
tended to show that the car was 
traveling at an excessive rate of 
speed. Officer John E. Wood- 
side testified that Ferguson ad- 
mitted to him shortly after the 
crash that he had been going 56 
to 60 miles per hour when he lost 
control of his car. 

Witnesses who were seeking to 
flag down traffic during the few 
minutes after the first accident, 
related that they narrowly missed 
being struck themselves by the 
car as it hurtled into the throng 


of people. 

Officer George Williams  pro- 
duced pictures of the accident 
taken by him at the scene. 

Homer G. Wilkens, 20, 468 


North Second avenue and Henry 
L. Henly and Donald R. Lane, On- 
tario residents, were killed in the 
accident and three other persons 
injured. 

Ferguson was arraigned Tues- 
day morning in Ontario justice 
court on three counts of man- 
slaughter by Judge Fred H. Ja- 
cobs, sitting for Judge George Im- 
hoff who is on vacation. 

Bail, which had not been posted 
| today, was set at $5000. Prelimin- 
ary examination will be on Thurs- 
day, June 26 at 2 p.m. The defen- 
dant will presumably enter a plea 
at that time.
